They do not 
promise ally "boom" remarkable in intensity or duration, but 
thev believe there is now beginning a period of general .and 
prosperous business activity which will last through next year, 


C*This is a cold, scientific conclusion of leyel-headed observ- 


er- 
Recent Wall Street activity, with a buyers' market and 


records broken on the Stock Exchange, is merely a more tem- 
peramental manifestation of the same conclusion. 


The renewed activity comes, the observers say, because the 


country is ready for it. Conditions are right, and there is nothing, 
rohtical or otherwise, likely to interfere. 


The November bulletin of one of the country's leading 


b-vnk*. accepting this favorable opinion, pays its respects to 
three obstacles which loom large in the minds of pessimists. 


"The first of these is the fear of greatly increased competi- 


tion from abroad, as Europe recovers economically. The bank 
discounts this fear on the ground that as foreign nations increase 
their outputs of manufactured goods, they also become better 
cor^umers for our raw materials and many of our manufactured 
pood*—also better customers for their own products. 


The second obstacle feared, that of high wages, is consid- 


ered largely offset by the high purchasing power of the Ameri- 
f.nn people'which is made possible by the high wages. 


The third obstacle, a belief that American industries are 


o\er-de\ eloped and over-expanded, is pronounced true only in 
exceptional cases. Industry in^general seems sure to be fully 
occupied.

Corn Picker Given Out 


If-you wish to keep your corn in a 


coristant state of improvement, the 
thing to do is to select for vigor with- 
out close attention for score card type.

of seed corn from the standing stalks 
In the field before frost time in the fall.

Cocklebur Plants Found 


Poisonous to All Stock 


'Cocklebur plants-^are poisonous to 
•swine, "cattle, sheep, and chickens, ac- 
cording to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This weed has 
Ion" been suspected, but many persons 
thought that deaths reported from this 
cause were produced by the mechanical 
action of the burs rather than by the 
toxic effect of the plant. "While the 
burs may produce some mechanical 
Iniury, nnd while the seeds are Very 
poisonous, stock poisoning, the depart- 
ment says, is caused by feeding on tlie 
very young plants before the develop- 
ment of true leaves.
